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Complaints on Reading Light 
aired at D.P.U hearing

Though their demeanor was 
sedate and the shouting restrained, 
the SO or so residents, officials and 
businessmen who showed up at last 
Wednesday's Department of Public 
Utilities (DPU) hearing at the 
Wilmington Town Hall got their 
point across. 

Chamber of Commerce President 
Nicholas Balog seemed to sum it up 
bst when he asked DPU officials 
Robert Keegan (DPU Commis- 
sioner), Stephen Kalinionsky 
(hearing officer), and Robert 
Werlin (DPU general counsel) to 
“intercede in our behalf” in 
eliminating "the gross and unfair" 
practices of the Reading Municipal 
Light Department (RMLD). 

The allaged discriminatory prac- 
tices, including uneven street light 
rates, unfair distribution of “in lieu 
of tax" payments, no public 
hearings prior to rate increases, } 
and no representation ou the 
RMLD board, were outlined in 
petitions sent to the DPU in late 
April by the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the town of Wilmington. 

Wednesday's hearing was re- 
quested by the Chamber to afford 
Wilmington RMLD consumers a 
chance to air their concerns. 

John L. Reid struck’a blow for 
homeowners allegedly frustrated 
by the RMLD's “disgraceful way of 
handling customers.” Waving a 
stack of bills and cancelled checks, 
Reid told a story of questionable 


billing practices; computer-errery - 


and a general runaround that ended 
up with Reading Light threatening 
to attach his home for alleged lack 
of payment on a reduced bill, He 
accused the RMLD of ignoring not 
only town officials but the general 
public’and sought some relief from 
the DPU officials, relief which 
Keegan assured him would be 
forthcoming. 

Homeowner Paul Sheridan 
expressed anger over Reading 
Light's practice of estimating 
monthly electric bills to-step up its 
cash flow, while only reading 
meters bi-monthly. Tina Rudolph 
querried why RMLD chose not to 
create special rates for residents 
with all-electric homes. 

Reprsentatives from Wilming- 
ton's industrial community spoke 
out on unfair rate structure. Rate 
increases have shifted higher costs 
onto the industrial customers. 

Anthony Mack of Sweetheart 
Products Group said his company 
had no objection to paying its fair 
share but "it is clear to us we are 
subsidizing the town of Reading.” 
As the largest single customer of 
Reading Light, with annual light 
bill of $3 million, Mack went on, 
Sweetheart has tried to conserve 
power. But with rising electrical 
costs,unfair rate structures, and the 
discriminatory practices of the 


RMLD, this has been impossible, he 
said. 

Mack also pointed out that 
Sweetheart’s Georgia plant has 
electric costs approximately one 
third lower than the Wilmington 
plant, even though they are about 
the same size. And, he added, 
because of the unfair practices of 
the utility company, Sweetheart 
will only expand outside of 
Wilmington. 

Robert Atkinson of Compu- 
graphic said "we have been treated 
as beggars” in meetings with the 
RMLD and maintained that the 
department does have some 
responsibility as a private utility. 

Local officials and attorneys 
present echoed his words.

Benjamin Wolk, superintendent- 
director of the Shawsheen Valley 
Technical School assured the Tech 
School Committce Tuesday night 
that outstanding assessment bills for 
July and August have been paid by 
the Town of Wilmington 
According to Wolk, he and Tech 
Business Manager Robert Brooks 
collected the payments last Thurs- 
day after receiving a call from 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
saying the bills would be paid then 
However, said Brooks, the five 
percent increase due under the 
district agreement and accumulated 
interest will not be paid unless there 
is an affirmative vote to that effect 
at December's special town 
meeting. He added he had already 
talked over this matter with the 
Boston firm of Ropes and Gray as 
instructed by a unanimous school 
committee vote. 


Town Counsel Alan Altman 
pointed out, in his opening 
remarks, that Wilmington is only 
seeking "a fair and equitable” 
solution which, hopefully, is not 
disastrous to the town of Reading 
He said Wilmington thought the 
RMLD would be fair, but that 
department's “singlehandedness,” 
he said, caused "some havoc” and 
resulted in “discrimination against 
all users in the town of 
Wilmington.” 

Altman informed the DPU that, 
in self-defense, Wilmington has 
retained the services of the 
prestigious consulting firm Arthur 
D. Little and is seriously exploring 
other options. These options 
include gas generation and buying

"The town manager insisted on 
paying at the old rate and there's 
nothing we can do,” said Wolk 

Several committee members 
seemed to disagree with this view 
after the meeting. They felt if 
voters failed to approve the 
increase in December and the full 
amount wasn't paid then, a lawsuit 
against the town of Wilmington 
would be the only alternative 

The Wilmington Town Meeting 
in April refused a request for ad- 
ditional funds for Tech. Subse 
quently, the other towns in the 
district voted the increase, which 
meant that Wilmington would have 
to go along with it. The increase is 
scheduled to go before a special 
town meeting on December 2.

RMLD attorney Kenneth Barna, 
the only person present to speak 
favorable of Reading Light, was 
brief and to the point, He contended 
that RMLD had taken “much care 
and effort” with respect to rate 
designation and further stated that 
rates for all classes are the same in 
each town. He said that the new 
rates were designed to encourage 
conservation, and that this was 
working 

Both Chamber of Commerce 
attorney Charles Harik and Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski, who 
chose to be sworn in as a witnes., 
reiterated their concerns outlined 
in their petitions. 

Perhaps some of the most 
accusatory statements were made 
by Lynnfield Town Counsel S. 
Peter Gorshel who was present, he 
said, because Lynnfield, to, "is 
tired of being victimized.” 

Gorshel endorsed Wilmington’s 
actions. He condemned the RMLD 
for “unethical and immoral 
practices,” saying Lynnfield ahd 
taken some action of its own and 
been “stonewalled” by Reading 
Light. 

Later in the evening, Gorshel 
blasted RMLD because “they've 
forgotten they're a municipal 
agency and are behaving more like 
a monopoly.” He then charged the 
DPU to become “administrative 
activists” and adopt limited 
jurisdiction over the RMLD. 

Keegan assured Gorshel and those 
present that the DPU would extend

Meeting tonight on 
nursing home proposal 


Proponents of a 120-bed nursing 
home will meet with neighbors on 
Wednesday night. The meeting is 
slated for? p.m. at the former 
Garden of Eden Country Club, now 
the home of The Bible Speaks. 

The Mediplex Group, a firm 
which operates several nursing 
homes, proposes to build a nursing 
home on Hillside Way, in a rural 
residential area. The building 
would cover about 33,000 square 
feet of land, with one-story and 
some two-story construction 

Mediplex bought two parcels of 
land at 16 Hillside Way last year 
from Henry Keeler. The firm paid 
$150,000 for about 10.7 acres 

The nursing home would be 
called the Wilmington Woods 
Nursing Care Center. The cost of 
the facility would be $4,882,100. In 
addition to the 120 beds, there 
would be provision for 18 day-care 
patients. The nursing home would 
employ a maximum of 40 em- 
ployees on the largest shift, accord 


ing to John Tressler, a company 
spokesman. He said that the 
company was making no plans for 
expansion of the facility. 

The company has filed for a 
certificate of need, before the Mass. 
Dept. of Public Health, a required 
process for any large captial expen- 
diture in the health care field. The 
DPH will hold a public hearing on 
that matter at the Wilmington 
Town Hall on Monday, Oct. 21 at 7 
p.m 

A special permit would be 
required from the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals. Wilmington's 
zoning law allows a nursing home 
in a residential area under a special 
permit. 

Several residents of the Chestnut 
Street - Hillside Way area have ex- 
pressed their opposition to the fa- 
cility, citing the narrow, winding 
road as being inadequate to handle 
the traffic associated with the 
nursing home

9,000 Scouts to camp in Tewksbury 


Traffic may be tied up in 
‘Tewksbury this weekend, but it will 
‘be a field day for ladies wanting to 
‘Cross the street. 

The Livingston Street area, and 
land of the Tewksbury State 
Hospital are to be the site this 
weekend of a three-day camporee 
for Boy Scouts of eastern 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 
They will be celebrating the 75th 
anniversary of the Boy Scouts of 
America. Over 9,000 Scouts will be 
in attendance, and there are to be an 
additional 300 Cub Scouts on 
Sunday. 

Officially it will be known as the 
Massachusetts Jamboree weekend, 
or Mass Jam. That acronym, 
unfortunately perhaps, might well 
describe the traffic problems which 
may ensue. 

The selectmen of Tewksbury two 
weeks ago discussed making Li- 
vingston Street a “closed” street for 
the three day jamboree, meaning 
that no auto traffic would be 
allowed. A volunteer organization 
has distributed maps to newspapers 
of eastern Massachusetts, showing 
the “best” auto routes, and Living- 
‘ston Steet according to that map 

«will be a one way street, from East 
: Street to Main Street. 

The Tewksbury Police Depart- 
* ment does not seem to know of the 
«Selectmen's desires. Nor does it 
| know of the volunteer organization 
‘planning a re-routing of traffic in 
* Tewksbury for the weekend.

Scout officials have prepared a traffic diagram for 
Tewksbury which would make Livingston Strect a one- 
way street for the weekend, with traffic running from 
East Street to Main Street. As of Tuesday, however, the 


Tewksbury Police knew nothing about the plan. 


The volunteer organizations plan 
shows parking off Pinnacle Street, 
in a field that is often used for Boy 
Scout activities. It is a mile or so 
from that field to the registration 
desk, which seems to be the small 
cabin 1000 feet from East Street, 
used in the winter to direct 
snowmobile activities. From the 
snowmobile cabin it is another half 
mile to the camping ground. 

A plan for the Scout camping area 
utilizes playing fields easterly of 
Livingston Strect. Headquarters for 


the staff will be, it seems, in the 
center of that area. The five 
baseball diamonds west of Living- 
ston Street seem to be reserved for 
“activity” areas. The Pop Warner 
football field will be off limits. 


Registration will begin at 6 a.m.

Tewksbury Town meeting voters 
Monday spurned the concept of 
cutting in half the amount of time 
someone can speak on the town 
«meeting floor. They did agree, 
however, to increase from $10,000 

~to $50,000 the amount of money a 

department head would have.4o 
seek above a finance committee 
recommendation before a secret 
ballot vote is required. 

Voters went along with the 
argument that there are some issues 
which require more discussion than 

others and denied the attempt to cut 
tthe amount of time people can 
speak on each issue from 10 
, Minutes to five minutes. They also 
agreed that inflation has placed less 
“value on a difference of $10,000. 


+ Current town bylaws do not allow 
“voters to address an article for 
more than 10 minutes unless the 
‘assembly agrees to extend the time 
“‘Aimit. Town bylaws also currently 
“Stipulate that a voter can not talk on 
‘an article for a second time until all 
others waiting to be heard on the 
issue have spoken. 

The bylaws also stipulate that a 
‘secret ballot vote must be taken 
whenever a department head asks 
for $10,000 more than the finance 
‘committee recommends be given 
for a warrant article. It will now 
take a difference of $50,000 before 
the secret ballot vote is triggered. 


The measures before the 
assembly Monday were sponsored 
by Town Clerk Elizabeth Carey 
She’ said she sponsored them 
because several people have 
complained to her that town 
meetings get "drawn out” by long 
winded, repetitious talks and too 
many secret ballot votes,

in half, but retained all other 
components of the bylaw. She 
argued that most speakers already 
take less than their allotted ten 


minutes, and that those wishing to 
speak longer could do so with the 
vote of the assembly. 

Selectman Paul Sullivan drew a 
big laugh from the crowd when 
saying he was in favor of the 
concept and quipped he could 
probably “speak in favor of it for 
10 or 15 minutes.” Sullivan said he 
felt people do not need thé full'ten 
minutes currently allowed. "Most 
points can be made in five 
minutes,” he said. 

Selectman Bill Hallisey, however, 
disagreed. He said limiting the 
amount of speaking time to under 
ten minutes is placing more 
“controls on town meeting.” He 
added, "If you limit the amount of 
speaking at a town meeting you 
may as well limit town meeting.” 


Finance Committee Chairman Jay 
Kelley said that several times the 
finance committee needs more than 
ten minutes to explain their 
recommendations while Assessor 
Norman Boudreau and Hallisey 
agreed that some issues brought to 
town meeting are so complex that 
they require more discussion.

Tewksbury Town Meeting voters 
Monday delivered the third strike 
pitch to a teacher some say went 
beyond the call of duty to help his 
students. Voters denied 
reimbursement funds to junior high 
school teacher Richard Zbieg 
whose personal Apple computer 
was stolen from the school in 
October 1984. 

It took 45 minutes and three votes 
before the dust cleared and the final 
ruling came in on the school 
committee's request to reimburse 
Zbieg the $905 he is out because he 
brought the machine into the school 
to help decrease the student to 
machine ratio in his computer 
literacy course. The same measure 
was defeated at the annual town 
meeting which set up the need for a 
three-fourths majority to pass. 

The 179-65 final vote failed to 
reach the three-fourths majority of 
183 by four votes. 

In_introducing the measure to 
voters, School .Committee 
Chairman Dr. Carol Wareing said 
Zbieg purchased the machine and 
brought it into the school to 
compliment eight others in a 
computer lab. Neither the school 
committee nor department asked 
Zbieg to bring the machine to the 
school, she said. He did so on his 
own in an effort to help the 
program. 

The school was broken into 
October 24, 1984 and several 
pieces of equipment including 
Zbieg's one-month-old computer, 
were stolen. Subsequently, the 
committee passed a policy stating 
that any teacher bringing 
equipment or personal belongings 
onto school property does so at 
their own risk. 

Meanwhile, she said the 
committee felt that Zbieg's 
dedication to getting what has 
turned out to be a successful 
computer literacy program off the 
ground should warrant committee 
Support for reimbursing what his 
homeowner's insurance would not 
cover. His policy did cover a 


maximum of only $500 of the total ° 


$1405 value because the machine 
was not on the insured premises 
when stolen, 

Finance Committee Chairman Jay 
Kelley told voters, many of whom 
were Tewksbury teachers, that his 
panel .was recommending the 
measure be denied becaus¢ they 
feared it Would set a “precedent” of 
other town employees seeking 
reimbursement for personal goods 
lost or stolen on town property.

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Route 129 - the road 
that was never rebuilt 


It was about 20 years ago that the 
Wilmington Pianning Board 
received $30,000, $3,000 each 
from 10 industrial firms of 
Wilmington, for the purpose of 
preparing a comprehensive general 
plan for Wilmington. No strings 
were attached. The planning board 
was to do what it believed to be best 
for the town, in a planning study. 

Professor Charles W. Eliot, 
retired Harvard planner, was hired. 
He was (if memory serves 
correctly) the grandson of the man 
who originated the "five foot shelf 
of books,” while he was president 
of Harvard University. 

A kindly person, Eliot worked 
for several years on a study of 
Wilmington. This is not to review 
his work, but it is to speak of his 
study for an alternate to Route 129, 
through Wilmington, in what is 
known as Wilmington Square. 

Essentially Eliot took up where 
previous proposals had left off. He 
planned a bypass, which received 
the name of Route 129 Bypass. It 
followed closely the work of A. 
Chandler Manning, a landscape 
architect, in 1914, and the Griffith 
plan of 1930, Both were Manning 
and Griffith were Wilmington 
residents, 

Eliot proposed a new bridge, 
over the Boston & Maine to add to 
his new bypass, eliminating the 
troublesome over-pass at Shaw- 
sheen Avenue. 

It was while Eliot was in this 
phase of his work that Rep. Fred F. 
Cain paid a visit to the planning 
board one evening. Cain took up 
the task, with vigor. 

Cain succeeded in getting the 
Mass DPW to build a new Route 
129 bridge over the B & M, now 
called the Cain Bridge. He planned 
with Eliot for a street to meet this 
bridge, which would by-pass the 
Wilmington Center area, Cain got 
DPW engineers to prepare plans, 
and he raised half a million dollars 
to construct a new highway from 
near his garage to the new bridge 
now named after him. 


‘The planned highway became, in 
the then current vernacular, the 
Cain HighWay. It was a forward 
looking plan. It did not displace 
many homes and/or businesses. It 
would be a tremendou: 
ement over, existing highways. 
There was nothing for people to get 
mad about.

One of the events that was missed 
‘on the day of the hurricane was the 
coming to Wilmington of 20 
officers of the U.S. Coast Guard as 
an honor guard and active pall 
bearers at my husband's (Rudy 
Carrasco) funeral. 

Our Rep. Jim Miceli, who is 
always there when you need him 
and does so much for this town, 
requested their presence, and Hur- 
ricane Gloria or not, they were 
here. 

Our veterans’ organizations, who 
had helped so much were also on 
hand. 

The organist from the Con- 
gregational Church in Wilmington 
had come out from Boston on the 
train to play for the service and 
found himself stranded because the 


Cain had raised the money for 
construction. It would be, he told 
friends, only a few weeks, maybe a 
month or two, until there would be 
a call for bids for construction of 
the highway. 

That was about the time that the 
United States Congress passed 
legislation for the protection of the 
environment. The Cain Highway 
has been planned to go over some 
local wetlands. That, to Cain, was 
some "red tape” to clear up. 

The road was never constructed. 
Fred Cain died in 1977, still 
believing that Wilmington would, 


one day, get a Route 129 bypass. 

To make a long story short, there 
were other proposals. It became 
apparent that wetlands were 
preventing the Cain Highway from 
being constructed. The studies went 
on for several years. Each study 
became more complicated. 

Fred Cain endorsed what he 
called the Early Start Option, in an 
effort to get the highway started. 
Scheme "C,” which he favored, was 
presented to the selectmen in 
December 1976, and planned to use 
Kirk Street to get around 
Wilmington Square. It would 
eliminate many buildings. The 
selectmen endorsed it, with Miceli 
complaining of the "mass of 
concrete" the idea would need. Cain 
hoped to get the “early start”: 
through, in three years. 

Christian Bachman, chairman of 
the finance committee, and an 
engineer, became a volunteer in the 
studies that were going on. He and 
others laid out a total of 17 possible 
alternate routes. Each was 
evaluated by the planning board 
and then discarded. 

The state appointed some 
engineers. Those men raised the 
number to 30, for alternate routes. 
One was to join Route 93 near the 
Park Street bridge in North 
Wilmington, another to join 93 
southerly of the West Street bridge 
in the southern part of town. No 
possible route was left unexplored. 

But each route went through a 
different neighborhood. In each 
case there were homeowners who 
did not like the idea. More and 
more residents became aroused. 

In the latter part of 1977 the 
League of Women Voters tried to 
get people to agree to a “unified 


position.’ 
In early 1978 Madelyn McKie of 


trains weren't running. The Rev. 
Murdoch, who conducted the 
service, retrieved him at the station 
and took him home with his family 
uintil the storm was over.

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the planning board sought and 
received permission from other 
board members to form a group of 
persons to see what should be done 
about the Route 129 Bypass. 

A few months later the new State 
Representative, Jim Miceli, assured 
the Chamber of Commerce that 
“relief was coming” for the Route 
129 problem. On May 10 the 
Chamber of Commerce voted to 
support the Cain Highway plan. 

On May 23, 1978 several of the 
groups of residents attended a 
selectmen’s meeting to present “no 
build” arguments against the 
proposals being studied. Many 
were in favor of Route 1 (the Cain 
Highway) and everyone against 
every other proposal. Bill Frey told 
the selectmen that the DPW 
engineers were :"designing a 
howitzer to kill a mosquito.” Jerry 
Tully of South Wilmington 
presented a petition with 400 
names, all against. 

That, in spite of later efforts, just 
about killed any alternate to Route 
129, The state could do little about 
the Cain Highway, and the 
Chamber. of Commerce and the 
residents of Wilmington had 
showed that they were not 
interested in routes that wandered 
all over the place. 

The plan which was adopted was 
to rebuild Route 129 on its present 
route, The state broke this into 
segments, and eliminated the work 
in the center. This left two areas 
where the highway construction 
would take place, Wilmington 
Center and between Route 93 and 
Woburn Street. 

On September 19 of this year the 
state DPW presented plans for a 
new Burlington Avenue bridge and 
a Route 129 alternate, to cost $3 to 
$5 million, The’ presentation was 
made to the Wilmington Rede- 
velopment Authority, which by 
town vote has some powers to 
explore relocation along Route 
129. 

About 12 business buildings will 
be destroyed, as well as a couple of 
homes, in what may be the ultimate 
of Route 129 planning. The plan 
would have a drastic effect on Wil- 
mington Center. "The Square”, as it 
is called, would be wiped out.

Kenneth Gabriel, representing 
the Shawsheen Teachers Associa- 
tion (STA), said hiring a disci- 
plinarian was “the ultimate 
solution.” He maintained that 
though discipline cases are being 
dealt with, it's an ongoing problem 
because of repeat offenders and the 
fact that students assigned to deten- 
tion are not going. He called the 
situation “frustrating” to teachers 
and stabs athe problem ineffectual 
in that repeat offenders are not 
being seen by the same adminis- 
trator. 

Committeeman Richard Griffin 
(Tewksbury) suggested Wolk meet 
again with his administrative 
assistants and come up with a more 
workable recommendation, one 
which would take into account 
available resources. 

Toward the end of the discussion, 
there was some talk of using money 
from the surplus account to cover 
the cost of hiring a disciplinarian or 
eliminating another position in the 
administration, thereby freeing up 
some money, but no action was 
taken on either possibility at this 
time.

Tewksbury health board gets fluoride

Members of the Tewksbury 
Board of Health finished signing an 
agreement with the state which will 
start the program for fluoridation 
of water supplies in Tewksbury. 
The action came at a Monday, 
September 30 meeting. 

By the agreement the board of 
health is to receive the sum of 
$3650 to pay for the installation of 
fluoridation equipment. In turn, the 
board of health agrees to fluoridate 
the water supply for the next two 


years at the rate of one part 
fluoride compound per million 
parts water. 

Also at that meeting, the board 
got a letter from the town counsel 
advising that ground water testing, 
with respect to construction of 
buildings, should be done when the 
ground water is at its maximum 
level. The testing, the counsel 
advised, is not to be “arbitrary or 
capricious, or unreasonable.”
